The growing importance of Oakland harbor in 


ie eyes of commercial corporations and the im- 
nense interests at stake in which the municipal- 
ty is concerned, and with it every resident within 
ts borders, in the coming water front improve- 
ment bond election, is illustrated in the statement 


if the president of the Alaska Packers' Associa- 
_ion, to the effect that as soon as the harbor is 
dredged sufficiently to permit the company's ves- 
els to dock at Fortmann basin all of the associa- 
ion's vessels will load and unload cargoes on this 
ide of the bay. The association's fleet handles 
seventy-five thousand tons a year. 


Th'e significance of this statement and its re- 


.ation to the water front improvement bonding 
proposition lies in the fact that the city of Oak- 
and has been practically put in a position where 
it must demonstrate in good faith its appreciation 
of what the government has already done, in the 
matter of deepening the channel to its present 
depth, by the construction of suitable wharves 
along its water-front which will afford commerce 
an opportunity to utilize the channel as it is before 
the government will assume the expense of dredg- 
ing it to a depth of thirty feet at ordinary low 
tide and open the channel into Brooklyn basin so 
that vessels of the type owned by the Alaska Pack-: 
ers' Association can dock and enter and depart to 
and from the harbor with full cargoes. The bond 
proposition provides for the construction of per- 
manent wharves whereby vessels-drawing approx- 
imately thirty feet can clock at any stage of the 
tide. There are at present few, if any, vessels 
afloat which have so large a draft when submerged 
to the load line. The success of the water front 
improvement bonds, therefore, means that the 
city of Oakland will thereupon proceed at once to 
construct wharves at which the largest ships en- 
gaged in commerce can moor and assure the deep- 
ening of the harbor channel coincident with the 
construction of such wharves which will make 
the latter at once available for the biggest type of 
ocean-going vessels.

A model for both selective and accurou- 


atlve forestry seems to be reached In the 
randerbllt estate, called the Blltmore, In 
he North Carolina Appalachians. This 
estate embraces 130,000 acres and Its for- 
est wealth Is preserved and Increased con- 
stantly, so that there la never a "cleared" 
area, and never a barren one. All the 
.Ime It Is producing and all the time It it 
growing. 
By selection wisely made In 


this large forest region there are cut 
!very year 4,000,000 feet of lumber, 6000 
cords of acid wood and fuel, 1000 cords 
of tan bark and several hundred cords 
of pulp wood. At the same time It Is 
stated by'the forest service bureau the 
forest Is steadily Increasing In value. It 
is guarded against fire as no other tract 
in tho United States Is guarded. Every 
workman employed is a fire guard. And 
there are permanent logging roads built— 
not rough roatls to meet a winter emer- 
gency, but roads lal<3 out to serve the 
systematic use of the forest. These roads 
not only lessen the 
present 
cost of 


transportation, but they reduce the cost 
of marketing future crops. In fact, this 
great forest tract is used for profit and 
for perpetuation. It need hardly be said 
that these wide wood roads are useful as 
fire breaks. ^Moreover, forest planting is 
practiced wherever it Is practicable.

Catherine Livingston Willams, ward of 
he late Galusha A. Grow, once speaker 
f the United States House of Represen- 
atlves, has at last been solved. 


For the first time it became known 


yesterday that Grow, 
just 
before his 


death and while his wealth was being 
wrung out of him by a band of extor- 
tioners, confessed to her husband that 
Mrs. 'Williams wag his daughter. 


'I swear to God that 
this 
is 
the 


ruth," he is said .to have exclaimed. "It 
s a secret -which I have not even -told 
•ny daughter." 


Evidence unearthed in connection with 
he divorce suit showed that Mrs. WH1- 
ams was the daughter 
of 
Mme. De 


Fossez, whose mother was an Intimate 
friend of Galusha A. Grow, their friend- 
ship dating from the days of the Civil 
"War, he having been introduced to her 
by (Jovemor Fenton of New York after 
she had called on the governor to make 
inquiries about her husband, a soldier in 
the Union army, 


Mrs. 
Williams also stated at that time 


that Mrs Cloney, Mme De Fossez and 


man named Blackburn had used her 


as the tool to extoit $200,000 from the 
statesman. 
Their last levy, she said, 


amounted to $60,000, of which she re- 
ceived $22,000, Mme. De Fossez $12,000, 


lawyer $10,000 and Blackburn J5000. 


Soon afterward Grow died, an utterly 
broken man. 


After many efforts to locate Williams 


he was finally found at the Gilsey House 
He refused at first to talk, but finally 
said: 


"For fear I may be misunderstood. I 


will say I have just received a divorce 
from my wife, who was Miss Katherlna 
Livingston. Yes, she is the daughter of 
Galusha A. Grow, if this must be known."

HE auto races over the Melrose course, 


just outside the city limits, was one of 
the greatest events of the Mud in the 
history of auto racing. Oakland never 
before had so splendid an advertise- 
ment. It is not too much to say that 


the races have made Oakland famous. Wherever the motor 
car is used; no matter in what part of the world, eyes were 
turned to OakJand last Saturday, and there was eager 
waiting to learn the result. 


And the event justified the world-wide interest. All 


previous records on this side of the Atlantic were smashed, 
and a new one now stands at the head of the annals of auto 
racing, "At Oakland, C'al., October 23, 1909, 258 miles;

The broad, beautiful highway is a tri- 
umph of the roadmaker's art—the best public road in Cal- 
ifornia. Of itself it is a splendid advertisement for Ala- 
meda county. Elsewhere auto races are run over carefully 
constructed courses, but the races run here Saturday were 
over country roads built for ordinary, everyday traffic. 
Yet it was conceded by every auto driver that the course 
was the best they had ever run over—smooth, firm and 
well graded. It is worth a good deal to Alameda county 
to have its fine highways so well advertised as they will be 
by people from all over the country who came to view the 
races. 


For the great success achieved the Oakland Portola 


Committee is entitled to the warm thanks of the entire 
community. The arrangements were flawless, and they 
were carried out with a precision that merits the highest 
praise. Every precaution possible under the circumstances 
was taken to prevent accident. The races started on time 
—something unusual—and finished in good season. Only 
organizing skill of a high order could have carried out in 
perfect order a program every detail of which had to be 
calculated to a nicety. 


But the Supervisors arc entitled to credit for doing 


their part in making the event such a splendid success. 
They assumed the responsibility of closing to traffic-for 
several hours the County Boulevard and the San Leandro 
Road, which gave the races an unrivaled course for the 
great speed -test. Although they had the universal consent 
of the public as a sanction for their action, it nevertheless 
required considerable moral courage io order the two thor- 
oughfares to be closed.' However, they are now highly 
praised by every one, since the races proved to be such an 
•immense success and so tremendous a drawing card. 


All in all, the races reflect credit on all concerned in 


getting them up, and have given Oakland and Alameda 
county a fame abroad that will prove a valuable advertise- 
ment from a business point of view.

Great Britain's Latest Crisis. 


The British House of Lords, without intending 


to do so, has precipitated the question, "Shall the 
Lords or the people rule?" into the forefront of 
British politics. No such crisis has existed in the 
politics of the tight little island since it cost 
Charles I his head for undertaking to levy taxes 
without the consent of parliament. 


As THE TRIBUNE has heretofore shown the 


precedent has been firmly fixed in British parlia- 
mentary procudure that all bills for the.raising • 
revenue and the manner of its expenditure must 
originate and be defined by the House of Com- 
mons, whose members are elected by the direct 
vote of the people; that the powers of the House 
of Lords and of the Crow., itself are restricted to 
the perfunctory act of conse. ting; that the Lords 
cannot revise a revenue bill nor change its pur- 
pose, but must either accept it as a whole or re- 
ject it in toto; that the latter procedure involves 
a conflict between the two houses, which can be 
settled only by an appeal to the electorate; that 
the reigning monarch must sign a revenue bill, if 
it passes both houses, whether his personal in- 
clinations favor it or not, as he is the mere instru- 
ment of his own ministers who as the representa- 
tives of public opinion constitute the supreme 
power behind the throne. 


Rosebery and other opponents in the upper 


house \vho have inveighed against the new prin- 
ciples involved in the budget which is now before 
the Lords have raised a direct issue between the 
Commons—in other words, the people—and them- 
selves as to v, ho shall constitute the supreme au- 
thority which is vested in the right to raise and 
disburse the revenues. While ever) thing indi- 
cates at present that the sober second thought of 
the Peers will result in their approval of the bud- 
get, under a restrained form of protest, events 
point clearly to the fact that it will not sidetrack 
the storm threatening their future status which 
they have invoked. 


In a recent Xe\vca<;tle-on-Tyne speech David 


Lloyd-George, the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
declared that the time had come, no matter what 
course the House of Lords took toward the pres- 
ent budget, wh'en the people must determine for 
themselves who should .'ale in the future—the 
Peers or the people; in other words, that the issue 
which the Peers themselves have raised must be 
settled at a general election by popular vote. If 
the government is sustained on that issue, the 
doom of the House of Lords as a hereditary body 
will be fixed and a complete revolution in Brit- 


' .Bin's constitutional government will follow. The 


B^ , Upper house will be reorganized by long term or 


life 
membership through 
appointment by the 


Crown or by popular election. The change is ap- 
parently inevitable. 


William T. Stead calls attention to the inter- 


esting fact at this juncture that James l?ryce, the 
British Ambassador to Washington, predicted the 


of the House of Lords seventeen xears 


ago when he was simply an ordinary' member of 
the House of Commons. As a trained newspaper 
man Bryce then clearly interpreted the trend of 
public opinion and foresaw quite as clearly the 
final outcome. It is doubtful whether he. then sur- 
mised that it would occur in his lifetime; but it 
looks now as if he will live to witness it, for it is 
a foregone conclusion that no matter what action 
the House of Lords takes on the budget, the pres- 
ent government will dissolve parliament and ap- 
peal to the country on the sole issue of the reor- 
ganization of the upper house and the curtailment 
of its veto powers. 


An Exhibition of Petty Spirit. 


In their accounts of the great auto races 


the press of San Francisco displayed a curious 
ignorance 
of Oakland. 
They 
did not 
even 


know that the course was in Alameda county, 
and somehow never discovered that the auto 
races were gotten 
up by the Oakland Por- 


tola Committee as a complement to the San Fran- 
cisco celebration. Reading the press accounts of 
the affair, which was the most notable of its kind 
that ever took place on the Pacific Coast, a 
stranger would never suppose that it came off in 
the suburbs of this city; he would never realize 
that it was arranged for and carried out by a sep- 
arate committee on this side of the bay, but would 
naturally infer that it took place in the suburbs of 
San Francisco. This evinces a narrow, illiberal, 
unneighborly spirit. The people and newspapers 
of Oakland did all in their power to boost the Por- 
tola celebration, and contributed not a little to 
making it the magnificent success it was, and it 
was a shabby return for the San Francisco papers 
to leave Oakland off the map in printing- the news 
of the great auto races run on the outskirts of this 
city. 
While many thousands came from San 


Francisco to witness the races, the members of the 
Portola Committee did not see fit to grace the oc- 
caiion with their presence.

MEN 


The Moors are adepts at fighting on 


horseback and 
extremely mobile. 
But 


they are Incorrigibly lazy and seldom In- 
dulge In night attacks. When they attack 
n force they usually give a lift to the 
foot soldiers and accompany them or 
allow them to run alongside and hold on 
to the stirrup Iron. 
The mounted men 


then make a charge, wheel round and 
retire and make way for the footmen, who 
crawl along the ground almost Invisible 
and who rise to the attack if they come 
within striking distance of the enemy. 
As a rule the Rifferos prefer to lure de- 
tached parties Into an ambush or defile 
and thus inflict loss upon 
them. 
The 


mounted men seldom dismount to fire, 
and the firing being from the saddle is 
very Inaccurate. 
Should the advance of 


the white troops be slow or hesitating the 
Moors effect a bold combination between 
horsemen find footmen and general!} suc- 
ceed in inflicting heavy losses on their 
enemy. 
The prime tactics of the Moors 


are to delay the advance of an enemy as 
much as possible by mounted rifle fire 
until they can discern its extent and di- 
rection and subsequently to try and en- 
velop the advancing force. 
The tribes 


also indulge in sniping, but not to a very 
great extent, and they also fight individu- 
ally. 
They do not neglect opportunities 


or strategem and can effect some very 
clever rushes. 
They are also guilty of 


abusing the services of the white flag in 
action, as the French troops found 
to 


•heir cost during the operations around 
Casa Blanca. 
The Moorish Intelligence 


system is an excellent one and the tribes 
are seldom without information regarding 
the movements of an enemy. They have 
also an excellent nystem of signalling at 
night by means of small 
fires 
dotted 


about the hills and ravines, and which 
are obscured and revealed In accordance 
with an Ingenious code of signals known 
to themselves.—Londan Military Mall.

Pope Pius Will Make New 


Appointments Near First 


of Year 


WASHINGTON, Oct. Z5.—Unless lUnen 


or some other emergency prevents. Pope 
Plus will hold a consistory In December 
or January for the appointment of about 
ten cardinals, two of which, according; 
to present pontifical plans, will be Ameri- 
cans, one to be a member of the curia 
and thus remain In Rome, with head- 
quarters In the Vatican. This Informa- 
tion was received from Rome by a high 
prelate and Is considered semi-offlclaL 


It Is stated that Pope Plus wishes to 


add more enthusiasm to the spirit of the 
Catholic religion, especially In America, 
and for this reason desired' to have a 
counselor •who Is sufficiently conversant 
with American Individualities to enable 
the Pontiff to act at once. 


The new cardinal who will hold this 


high position Is held to be Mgr. Fa.1- 
conlo, the present papal delegate to the 
United States. 


His appointment will be 'regarded as an 


American appointment, he having been 
naturalized in 1868 and voted at Presi- 
dential elections. 
His forty-six years' 


stay In the United States are considered 
to have given him a sufficient Insight in 
American religious affairs to make him 
a valuable adviser to the Pope. 


The same advices state that the other 


cardinal Is to be Archbishop Farley of 
New York. It is known that the Pontiff 
Is highly pleased with his work and his 
influence in maintaining Catholicism, es- 
pecially in some of the larger American, 
cities. 
It Is pointed out further that 


Archbishop Farley's elevation to the car- 
dinalate Is In line with general ecclesiasti- 
cal promotion. 


It Is also rumored In Rome that a third 


American appointment for cardinal will 
be made next year.

FOUND THE OOOS. 
The local detective*, working on th« 
case, investigate.! the record* of the 
German cteamibjp llnei and found a 
memorandum of a passenger who had ar- 
rived here at about that time with two 
such doga. Throigh an expressman the 
dog* were traced to a bourn In Astoria, 
a part of Jfew VtTk City. 
It was there 'hat the Otto M*iieU«r. 
now under arrest, was captured as he «&• 
entering the house, where he was known 
as Frederick Gebrardt, and where he was 
living with the wife he had married four 
yearn ago, througii a matrimonial bureau* 
and with their two children. 
According 
to the police, GebharAt* 
which he says Is his right name, admit* 
ted he had temporarily left his real »lf« 
to marry Anna Cotter; that he had ,gon« 
to Germany with her as described, but 
that she had left ilm without explanation 
a few days after their arrival In this 
country.
